The  school  year  of  1957-58  marks  the 
beginning  of  a  new  era  in  Joplin's  higher  ed¬ 
ucational  system.  The  dream  of  adequate  fa¬ 
cilities,  dear  to  the  hearts  of  faculty  and  stu¬ 
dents  alike,  will  become  reality  when  Joplin 
Junior  College  opens  its  doors  at  the  new  lo¬ 
cation  at  Eighth  and  Pearl  for  the  fall  semes¬ 
ter  of  1958.  This  relocation  was  assured  when 
the  bond  issue  passed  on  January  28. 

For  20  years,  J.J.C.  has  occupied  the  old, 
familiar  buildings  at  Fourth  and  Byers.  Dur¬ 
ing  these  two  decades,  many  students  have 
graduated  and  many  others  have  attended 
classes  for  personal  satisfaction.  Over  the 
years,  an  enviable  tradition  has  developed, 
which  will  undoubtedly  continue  to  thrive. 

Accreditation  from  the  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Junior  Colleges,  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools,  the  University  of  Missouri,  and  the 
State  Department  of  Education  attests  the 
academic  achievements. 

The  four  principal  objectives  aim  to  pro¬ 
vide  an  Arts  and  Science  curriculum  for  those 
continue  in  colleges  and  universi¬ 


ties;  to  offer  semi-professional  curriculums 
to  enable  graduates  to  enter  fields  bordering 
on  the  professional  or  technical  work  that  do 
not  require  graduation  from  professional 
schools;  to  provide  as  many  terminal,  voca¬ 
tional  curriculums  as  possible  to  meet  the 
needs  of  students  who  do  not  wish  to  take 
more  than  two  years  to  prepare  for  their  life's 
work;  and  to  offer  opportunities  for  individ¬ 
uals  not  interested  in  college  degrees,  who 
want  to  enrich  their  cultural  backgrounds 
and  advance  themselves  vocationally. 

Not  only  has  our  educational  scene  alter¬ 
ed  in  these  few  short  months  but  also  the 
world.  The  arrival  of  the  satellites  —  Sputnik, 
Explorer,  and  Vanguard  —  has  ushered  in 
the  Space  Age  and  increased  international  in¬ 
terest  in  education.  Juco  students  were  made 
intensely  aware  of  this  new  age  recently  when 
a  piece  of  a  meteorite  fell  in  the  area.  Pic¬ 
tured  is  the  portion  brought  to  the  chemistry 
classes  for  analysis.
